— On motion of C. L. Stafford, the Presiding Elder 
was authorized to employ Paul McBeth as a supply. 

Methodist Hospital. — The Committee on Methodist Hospital in 
Des Moines made its report, which was adopted, and D. C. Smith was 
elected Director from the Iowa Conference. 

Woman’s Home Missionary Society.— The Committee on Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society made its report, which was adopted. 

Epworth League. — The report of Commtttee on Epworth League 
was presented, and, on motion, was recommitted. 

Reports. — The following reports of Committees were presented and 
adopted: Conference Claimants’ Fund, Deaconess Work, Church Insu- 

rance, State of the Country. 

Amended and Adopted. — The report of Deaconess Board was pre- 
sented, and E. L. Schreiner moved, as an amendment, “ That the Churches 
employing the deaconess pay her expenses,” which was adopted, and the 
report as amended was adopted. 

Temperance. — The Committee on Temperance presented its report, 
which, on motion, was adopted. W. G. Thorn moved that the Secretary of 
the Conference be instructed to send the fourth section to the Legisla- 
ture, which carried. 

State Organizer. — J. C. W. Coxe moved that the Conference request 
the appointment of C. F. Williams as State Organizer of the Anti-saloon 
League, which carried. 

Sabbath Observance. — The Committee on Sabbath Observance pre- 
sented its report. E. C. Brooks moved, as an amendment, that the words 
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“in our churches” be stricken out, which carried, and the motion pre- 
vailed for the adoption of the report as amended. 

Appointments Requested. — On motion of J. T. Simmons, the Confer- 
ence requested the appointment of U. B. Smith as Assistant General 
Superintendent of the National Home-finding Society, and, on motion of 
W. G. Wilson, the appointment of J. E. Vanwinkle as District Agent of the 
Iowa Children’s Home Society. 

Left Without Appointment.— On motion of J. C. W. Coxe, W. W. 
Williams, H. R. Osborne, J. M. McClellan, W. C. Keeler, and W. C. Barclay 
were left without appointment to attend one of our schools. On motion 
of C. S. Cooper, W. H. Perdew and George L. Minear, were left without ap- 
pointment to attend one of our schools. On .motion of G. M. Tuttle, 
Hiram T. Robinson was left without appointment to attend one of our 
schools. 

Children’s Aid Societies. — On motion of W. G. Wilson, a Committee of 
five was appointed to take into consideration the relative standings of the 
Children’s Home-finding Societies, and the following were appointed: 
G. Filmer, G. W. Barber, W. H. Jones, G. W. Hanawalt,hnd J. T. Simmons. 

Resignations Accepted. — The resignations of Mrs. Lucy W. Byrkit and 
Morris Bamford, as Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan University, were accepted.

REPORT OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 



BURLINGTON DISTRICT. 

G. M. Tuttle, Presiding Elder. 

Through the mercy of God, we have come to the time when we 
pause in the midst of our toils and conflicts in order to take an inventory 
of the work of the year. 

Soon after the adjournment of Conference, the brethren entered hope- 
fully upon their fields of duty, and the only interruption was that of 
Brother M. J. Pusey, who was returned to Mediapolis for the third year, 
but who was afterward assigned to missionary work in Callao, Peru, South 
America, where he was placed in charge of a school. Since the last of 
January, Mediapolis charge has been supplied by Rev. W. R. Rolingson, 
coming to us from the Southwest Kansas Conference. 

Buildings and improvements in Church property have obtained to 
some extent during the year. The indebtedness of over four thousand 
dollars on Grace Church, Burlington, has been reported as provided for 
by subscription, and the parsonage has been sold, with a view of investing 
in a property more conveniently located. 

Columbus Junction has succeeded in finishing up the basement story 
of their church, which now gives to them a very suitable and much-needed 
room for their growing Sunday-school, and for their Epworth League 
and prayer-meeting services. 

Burlington Circuit has won a great victory in the building of a Church 
at Augusta. Mediapolis Charge has raised forty-nine hundred dollars fo» 
a new church. 

Wapello is soon to dedicate a new and modern church at Toolsboro, 
while several of the other charges have had improvements in some meas- 
ure. The pastor at Sperry has added a new appointment to his charge. 

We have held two sessions of the District Conference, one in Novem- 
ber in New London, and the other in Wapello, in August. These were 
occasions of interest and profit to the Church. The Woman’s Foreign 
and Home Missionary Societies were ably represented at these sessions. 

One District Epworth League Convention was held in Mt. Pleasant 
in May, which was attended with a marked interest as characteristic of 
young life consecrated to God. 

While this has not been a year of general revivals, still we have not 
been without some seasons of the generous outpourings of the Holy 
Spirit. Winfield, Mt. Pleasant, and First Church and Grace Church, Bur- 
lington, have been blessed in a large measure in the conversion of souls 
and the increasing of the membership, while nearly all of the other charges 
received spiritual uplift and a quickening of the faith. 

The reports will show that the salaries of the preachers are quite gen- 
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erally paid. I have been watching this matter with some solicitude 
during the year, so far as possible, guarding against deficiencies in these 
claims. If only the Stewards will systematize their efforts, and then 
bestow the same opportune care in looking after these interests which 
characterizes their own secular concerns, the preachers will be paid up to 
date, and paid in full. 

I believe we shall be able to report an increase in our benevolences 
this year. 

The patronage given to our Church papers is on the increase. I have 
given special attention to this matter in our Quarterly Conference, and 
this has not been without some fruit. It is not only necessary that the 
official members should patronize and read the Advocates themselves, 
but also aid the pastor in his canvass for the paper by commending its 
importance to others. 

The Iowa Wesleyan University closed up, last June, one of the most 
successful year’s work in all of its history, and has already entered hope- 
fully upon the work of the new year. Rev. F. D. Blakeslee, the newly- 
elected President, with his able corps of professors and tutors, gives 
promise of large results for future years. 

In the early part of the Conference year. Brother Michael See, a typ- 
ical Methodist preacher of the pioneer days, died at his residence in Medi- 
apolis, and in a few days after his wife joined him in the heavenly country. 
Also, Rev. W. F. Cowles, D. D., for many years one of the leading and 
most influential members of the Conference, passed to his reward in 
great triumph. Death also entered the home of Brother and Sister 
H. F. Gilbert, and took from their embrace their only child, a daughter. 
So also into our own home the death angel has come, and borne from our 
circle the precious wife and mother, and we are sad and lonely. For 
some weeks past we have waited with tenderest care and anxious solicitude 
for our loved one, until the afternoon of the 23d of September, 1899, 
when she was not, for God took her, and on Monday afternoon of the 
25th, kind friends tenderly bore her remains to the Forest Home Ceme- 
tery, where they were laid to rest to await the resurrection of the just. 

The same gospel of consolation and hope which we have preached 
unto others in times of like sorrow, we have found to be our support in 
the midst of suffering and death. 

To those who cared for the interests of the district in my necessary 
absence, and to my brethren whose kindly words of sympathy have so 
helped us in carrying our sorrows, we hereby extend our hearty thanks. 



KEOKUK DISTRCT. 

C. S. Cooper, Presiding Elder. 

After adjournment of Conference at Montezuma, the pastors of 
the district reached their fields of labor with no unreasonable delay. 
Exline Circuit, “left to be supplied,” was served until May 15th by 
Joseph M. Calhoun, of Springfield, Ohio. John H. Holland, a local 
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preacher of Milton Charge, supplied the work for the remainder of the 
year. A neglected field, formerly known as Embury, in Lee County, has 
been taken up and very profitably worked by John H. Dimmitt, of Mt. 
Pleasant. Last March, Bishop Warren transferred S. W. Siberts from 
Cantril Circuit to Mercedes, a mission in Argentina, South America. 
The charge thus made vacant was “supplied” by Lincoln Hughes, of 
Fruitland, Iowa. C. H. Holland, one of our local preachers at Milton, 
was sent to Concepcion, Chili, as a teacher in the mission school at that 
place. Luther Lawson, sent from our district in 1896, a missionary to 
India, has returned home on sick leave. 

Evangelistic services were much hindered during the winter season 
by the general prevalence of la grippe and diphtheria, and in the spring- 
time by the excessive rains and deep mud; so that not much, com- 
paratively speaking, was accomplished in the work of conversions. Some 
notable exceptions, however, should be mentioned. Fairfield, Milton, 
and First Church, Keokuk, were blessed with gracious revivals, at 
which as many as one hundred and fifty persons professed conversion, 
and the Churches were greatly revived. Other brethren in various places 
labored with equal earnestness and fidelity, but with less visible results. 
Not more than four hundred persons were converted during the past year 
in all the charges of the district. The prayer of many hearts continues 
to be, “O Lord, revive thy work!” Hence we look for larger results in 
the near future. 

The material prosperity, so noticeable in the district for the past two 
years, shows at present no signs of abatement. The new church at Elm 
Grove, R. Weese pastor, was dedicated early in the year by Rev. J. W. 
Lambert, of Knoxville. Another church at Floris, in the same charge, 
is now in process of erection. On the 20th of August, at Batavia, Bishop 
C. C. McCabe dedicated a new church worth $5,000. A. E. Thornley 
is the pastor. The church at Mt. Sterling, Keosauqua Circuit, James B. 
Eyestone pastor, has been repaired at a cost of $175. Center Chapel, 
another church on same circuit, was remodeled at a cost of $600. 
Dr. C. L. Stafford officiated at the- reopening. Fairfield Church, I. O. 

Kemble pastor, is now undergoing extensive repairs at a cost of $ . 

The church and parsonage at Cincinnati, J. A. Sinclair pastor, has 
received $175 improvement. On the Exline Church $100 was expended. 
Wesley Chapel, Salem Circuit, J. W. Carson pastor, was repaired and 
refitted at a cost of $200. Farmington Church, G. W. Barber pastor, 
received new windows and other improvements at a cost of $260. At 
Mt. Zion, E. S. Daly pastor, $70 was expended on the church. At 
Chatham Square, J. A. Boatman pastor, the parsonage has received 
$400 in repairs and improvements. First Church, Keokuk, has about 
completed the payment of its old debt. The debts on the following 
parsonages were canceled: Troy, $200; West Grove, $300, and Mt. Zion, 
$100. No debts now remain on any of the above-mentioned churches 
and parsonages. 

The new brick church at Keosauqua, R. L. Patterson pastor, is 
now inclosed, and the brethren hope to dedicate in November. The 
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church will be worth about $6,000. The corner-stone of the Bloomfield 
Church, T. B. Hughes pastor, was laid on Saturday, September 23d. 
It is expected to complete the building this year at a cost of $20,000. 
Moulton Charge, J. W. Jeffrey, Jr., pastor, is about ready to begin 
building their new church, to cost $8,000 to $10,000. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held — one at Milton, 
in November; the other at Eldon, in August. The Conference at Eldon 
was unusually well attended. There were present twenty-six pastors, 
forty-two lay members, and eight visitors. Large numbers of people 
attended each session. Much effort was devoted to secure spiritual 
results, together with careful consideration of the “benevolences,” the 
educational interests, and the Twentieth-century Movement of the Church. 
Dr. Stafford, president, and Rev. T. J. Myers, treasurer of our College, 
were present with us at Milton, and made earnest pleas for Christian 
education. Dr. Blakeslee, the new President-elect of the Iowa Wesleyan, 
with Brother Myers, was present at Eldon. The Doctor, in an earnest 
and patriotic address on education, easily won his way to all our hearts. 

One Educational Convention was held at Batavia, where the general 
interests of education were discussed before the people. Rev. A. E. 
Thornley, pastor, read an interesting history of our Mt. Pleasant College. 

One session of the District Epworth League was held at Bloomfield 
in May of this year. It was an enthusiastic assembly. Rev. James B. 
Eyestone was re-elected President. With pleasure we note the improved 
condition and advance movement of Epworth League work within the 
district. New Chapters have been organized, and old ones revived. 
'More Presidents attend the Quarterly Conferences and report their work. 
More devotional meetings are cultivating the spirit and securing the pur- 
pose of the Methodist class-meeting. More intelligent and steady effort 
is made to attain the high standard of New Testament experience and 
life set up by the Church in her Epworth League work. More attention 
is also given by pastors and superintendents to the Junior League work 
of the Church. We are expecting much of the Epworth League in the 
Twentieth-century Movement. 

The benevolent enterprises of the Church have received more than 
usual attention. Several charges will show an increase in the collections 
for this year. The decrease which some others may show is caused 
largely by the building and repairing of churches and parsonages. “The 
reports” will also show a slight increase over last year in pastoral support. 

With grateful recognition of the good providence attending us during 
the year, and with sincere appreciation of the kind forbearance and helpful 
interest of ^he brethren, we submit our second annual report. 



‘ MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

J. C. W. CoxE, Presiding Elder. 

The Muscatine District has enjoyed a year of general peace and 
measurable prosperity. The pastors who were returned to their charges 
have been diligent and faithful. Those newly appointed were promptly 
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at their post of duty, and have proved themselves “good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God.” Five charges were “left to be supplied.” On 
the Blue Grass Circuit, the Rev. Alex. Telfer has been “full of good 
works,” not the least of his achievements being the erection of a com- 
fortable house for the pastor. For the Koszta Circuit, the Rev. H. I. 
Rutledge was secured. By his manliness and devotion he has won the 
universal esteem of the people, and their is a unanimous request for 
his return. For Millersburg Circuit, we were fortunate in retaining 
Brother L. A. Crull, whose efficient service the year before had endeared 
him to the people. The parsonage has been renovated and improved, and 
all is in good shape for another year of successful work. The Nichols 
Circuit has been served by the Rev. C. E. Fitzsimmons, a graduate of our 
University, and a young man of sterling character. He has done good 
work, not the least meritorious of which was taking to himself an excellent 
wife. For the Tiffin Circuit, we were disappointed in the miscarriage of 
plans which had been carefully made, and the failure to secure the brother 
upon whom we had relied for this work. Some delay ensued when we 
engaged the Rev. T. A. Miller, a supernumerary member of the Upper 
Iowa Conference. For some reason the appointment did not prove a 
happy one, and on July 8th, Mr. Miller resigned the charge. We were 
fortunate in securing the services of the Rev. W. N. Hall, who has admin- 
istered the affairs of the charge with rare discretion. No benevolent col- 
lections had been taken prior to his coming, and his diligent gleaning will 
not suffice to make good the entire apportionments to the charge. 

The revival spirit has not been general, though a healthy increase has 
been secured on manj' charges. Faithful pastoral labor has resulted in 
much “hand-picked fruit,” which we believe will prove of good keeping 
quality. Much attention has been given to the children and young people; 
the Sunday-schools are generally reported as in a good condition; and the 
Epworth League has proved a valuable helper to many pastors, as well as 
an excellent training-school for Christian work. Not all the Leagues have 
yet cast off the swaddling bands of childhood, and escaped from the “cut- 
and-dried” expositions of the League topics; but in many League devo- 
tional-meetings the heart is given the right of way, and edification in 
Christian character is steadily aimed at. 

I am not able to report, even approximately, upon the result of the 
benevolent campaign for the year, in view of the fact that so many of the 
pastors were after “the last man” and the last dollar (or dime) up to almost 
the last day of the Conference year. One pastor reports his .surprise at his 
excellent collections, and can account for it only from the fact that he took 
the collections early in the year. Some other pastors would be agreeably 
surprised if they were to pursue the same course. The benevolent causes 
would fare better, and so also would the pastoral claims, were the final 
competitive dash at the end of the year avoided. 

Church and parsonage improvements have not been extensive, though 
some advance has been made. Two have been already noted. The par- 
sonage at Lexington has been completed, the ground graded, and inclosed 
with a neat fence, the barn moved to a less conspicuous and yet convenient 
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place, the result being a tasteful and convenient home for the incoming 
pastor. At Riverside the barn has been moved and re-shingled, new walks 
have been laid about the parsonage, and all things made tidy for the new 
incumbent. The church at Keota was dedicated in October, $1,400 being 
at that time pledged to cover all indebtedness. The remodeled church is 
both tasteful and convenient. The Church at West Chester has been pa- 
pered and painted within, and has a new roof. 

An interesting and profitable session of the District Conference was I • 

held at Wilton in November, and a District Ministerial Association at | 

Lexington in May. Both were well attended, were markedly spiritual in t 

tone, and brought out a number of papers of genuine literary merit and 
permanent value. ' 

The District Camp-meeting did not break the monotonous record of 
many years. The services of an evangelist — the Rev. C. Fenwick Reed, of ^ 

Terre Haute, Indiana — were secured for afternoon and evening meetings. 

The preaching of the morning, however, was by able brethren invited from 
other districts. The gospel was plainly, faithfully, and fearlessly presented; ’ I 

but the visible harvest was scant. We can but hope that some fruit may ' 

appear hereafter, and also that some wise Daniel may yet come to judg- I 

ment who shall solve the problem of success for this encampment. ^ 

The case of the' Rev. John Bridges, who two years ago declined to go 
to his appointment, was, at the last session of our Conference, referred to 
the Presiding Elder for trial. Not until very recently have we succeeded 
in ascertaining his residence — too near to our present session to permit , 
of the judicial proceedings ordered. We think, also, that we can point out 
“a more excellent way.” 

I have been blessed with uniform health and strength, equal to every 
demand during the year, and have not failed of a single service. The homes 
of the pastors have been graciously guarded from any serious illness or 
calamity. For these mercies — for the privilege of labor, for the blessed 
ministry of love, for the joy of success, Tor abiding and abounding faith 
and exultant hope — we give thanks unto “God, who always causeth us 
to triumph in Christ.” 



OSKALOOSA DISTRICT. 

W. G. Wilson, Presiding Elder. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren, — Immediately after Conference, the 
pastors of the Oskaloosa District were at their posts of duty, and with one 
exception, have continued to the close of the year. 

The latter part of February, the Rev. C. H. Westfall, pastor at Thorn- 
burg, asked to be relieved of his charge, that he might take an appointment, 
in Arkansas, with a promise of a transfer to that Conference. Rev. C. N. 
Pace, a graduate of the Iowa Wesleyan University last June, has supplied 
that charge with acceptability to the people. 

After consultation with the Bishop, and looking over the ground as 
best I could, it appeared advisable to accede to the desire of the people 
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of Victor appointment, on the Victor Charge, Rev. C. R. Zimmerman 
pastor, for preaching twice each Sunday, and arrangement was made for 
the appointment of an assistant pastor, and I appointed Rev. J. W. Wilson, 
a local preacher of Whatcheer, who has served very acceptably in that 
relation. 

The health of the pastors and their families has commonly been good, 
though W. N. Groome, pastor of Whatcheer Charge; George Schlenker, 
pastor of Beacon Circuit, and D. S. Dunlavy, pastor of Reasnor Circuit, 
each had a severe spell of sickness in the winter, which materially interfered 
with their work. 

Rev. Elias Handy, pastor of Newton Circuit, had a narrow escape 
from a railroad wreck, which disabled him for some weeks. 

The latter part of November, the Rev. S. H. Thomas, an honored 
superannuate member of this Conference, passed to his reward. He was 
in his usual health, and had just retired for the night, and in a few moments 
he was not, for God had taken him. Brother Thomas was a good man 
and greatly respected and beloved by the people with whom he had lived 
since his superannuation. 

Immediately after Conference the brethren on the Beacon and Delta 
Circuits, imder the leadership of their pastors. Rev. George Schlenker and 
Rev. G. H. Hanawalt, began the erection of parsonages. Both these 
enterprises were pressed to successful conclusions by mid-winter, and these 
appointments are now supplied with commodious and comfortable homes 
for their pastors, the former at a cost of about $i,ioo and the latter 
about $700. 

The brethren at Montezuma, Rev. P. J. Henness pastor, have secured 
a splendid location for church and parsonage, and have sold the old par- 
sonage, and are building what will be one of the most commodious and 
attractive parsonages in the Conference. It is to be completed the first of 
November, and will cost in the neighborhood of $3,000. 

Forest Home Church, on the Ewart Circuit, Rev. D. F. Stiles pastor, 
was burned in the early spring. Through the foresight of the pastor an 
insurance policy for $500 had been taken out. This enabled this struggling 
society to rebuild, and on the 3d inst. a neat little church was dedicated by 
Rev. D. Phillips, at a cost of about $850. 

The brethren at Reasnor, Rev. D. S. Dunlavy pastor, sold their old 
church-building and bought a union church-building upon a very desirable 
site. This they have remodeled into a modern and commodious church, 
with raised seats and a large lecture-room, at an expense of about $1,800. 
It was dedicated by Dr. Stafford in February, all liabilities being provided 
for. Tool Chapel, on this circuit, has also been greatly improved, at an 
expense of $625. This was reopened by Dr. Stafford, free of debt, the 17th 
in.st. The brethren of Malcom, Rev. A. W. Haines pastor, have arranged 
to build a lecture-room to their church, at a cost of about $600. 

Improvements have been made in quite a number of other churches 
at greater or less expense, to wit.: Brooklyn, A. V. Kendrick, pastor; 
Thornburg, C. N. Pace, pastor; Whatcheer, W. N. Groome, pastor; Kel- 
logg, D. R. Martin, pastor; New Sharon, I. P. Teter, pastor; Sonora. 
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A. S. Loveall, pastor; and Taintor, A. J. Good, pastor. Old debts have 
been provided for at Newton, C. V. Cowan, pastor; Deep River, D. 
Phillips, pastor; Barnes City, W. C. Van Schoiack, pastor; and Lacey, 
W. A. Longnecker, pastor. The brethren at Grinnell, J. E. Corley pastor, 
have refunded their debt at a lower rate of interest, and are making sub- » 
stantial headway in paying it off. The brethren of Central Church, Oska- 
loosa, M. Bamford pastor, are keeping things well in hand, and hope, 
through the sale of property and the collection of subscription notes, to 
pay their debt. 

The large tabernacle on the old camp-ground near Oskaloosa has 
been taken down and moved to Bethel Grove Camp-ground, in the bounds 
of Barnes City Circuit, and a sufficiently large and much more convenient 
tabernacle has been erected. This was done too late for a successful 
camp-meeting this year; but under the leadership of the pastor. Rev. W. C. 
Van Schoiack, an interesting meeting was held. 

One of the most interesting and enthusiastic League Conventions in 
the history of the district was held at Thornburg, June 6th to 8th. There 
are thirty Epworth League Chapters in the district, and about 1,600 mem- 
bers. Four hundred Epworth Heralds are taken, and about the same 
number of Advocates. 

Two interesting and profitable District Conferences have been held, 
one at Barnes City, November 14th to i6th, and one at Reasnor, August 
15th to 17th. * 

The benevolences have been looked after with faithfulness upon the 
part of the pastors, and will not vary largely from the reports of last year. 

The revival interest in this district has not been marked. There were 
good meetings at Bethel Church, on the Lynnville Circuit, A. C. Boyd, 
pastor; Rose Hill appointment, on*the Rose Hill Circuit, A. W. McBlain, 
pa.stor; and Guernsey appointment, on the Victor Circuit, J. W. Wilson, 
assistant pastor; and more or less conversions in nearly all the charges. 
Several meetings that promised good results had to be closed on account 
of sickness and the extremely cold weather. About three hundred and 
fifty conversions have been reported in this district. 

Rev. M. Bamford closes a full term of pastoral service at Central 
Church, Oskaloosa. Central Church, with its splendid building and con- 
solidated and enthusiastic membership, is ample vindication of his repeated 
appointment to that charge. I am sure that I speak for this entire Confer- 
ence when I express regret that Brother Bamford feels constrained, on 
account of his health, to seek a milder climate. 

I gratefully acknowledge the unfailing goodness of God and the love 
and forbearance of my brethren. 

Two things have miUtated against the work of the Church this year. 
The first, accidental and local, is the fact that during the first seven months 
it was next to impossible to do normal Church work on account of the 
almost unprecedentedly bad weather; the second, in my judgment, of a 
far more general and serious character, is the low state of spiritual life in 
the Church. I do not overlook the fact that there is upon the part of both 
preachers and people a fair degree of loyalty to Christ and the Church, 
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but that there is upon the part of both a dullness of Christian experience, 
a sluggishness of faith, a lack of real interest in lost men, I can not doubt. 
I feel it in myself, I feel it in others; and the failure of the Church, not 
only in not accomplishing great things for God, but in not undertaking 
» great things, is a revelation of the same thing. 

We have raised the cry of two million souls for Christ; but who doubts 
that thus far the call is only nominal, that the Church has either not heard 
this call, or, having heard, has misinterpreted it, and instead of girding 
herself for the mighty struggle necessary to success, she is simply polishing 
her accoutrements and lining up her forces for dress-parade. This call 
of our chief pastors must become God’s trumpet-call to both preachers and 
people to humble themselves in dust and ashes under his mighty hand, or 
defeat and confusion await us. I think I see this as plain as light; my 
only alarm is that I may not feel it as it ought to be felt. 

We may get the twenty million dollars. Our people have the money, 
and, moved by denominational pride or a sincere desire to see the cause 
of God prosper, they may put it upon the altar; but God only can give the 
souls, and he can not give them except to a consecrated and anointed 
- Church. The glory of Methodism in the past is that she has been pre- 
eminently a soul-saving agency. That must be her glory in the future. 
Whatever else she may do, if she fails here, her glory is departed. Breth- 
ren, I am not a pessimist. I believe in God. I believe in God s \\ ord. 
I believe in his Church. I believe in Methodisffi and in the future of 
Methodism; but I believe in the future of Methodism because I have hope 
for a fresh anointing of the Holy Spirit upon her ministry and member- 
ship that will put her where she belongs, well to the front, among the 
evangelizing forces of the world. 



OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

D. C. Smith, Presiding Elder. 

In making my Sixth Annual Report, I feel keenest gratitude to my 
Heavenly Father for his sustaining grace; to my brethren in the pastorate 
for their faithful co-operation; and to all the laity who have. been in sym- 
pathy with our polity and religious work, and whose personal kindnesses 
have lightened the burdens of my office. 

Twenty-five of our charges received pastors by appointment of Bishop 
Vincent one year ago. Two charges, jMarysville and Blakesburg, were 
supplied by the Presiding Elder, who appointed to these charges respect- 
ively, Brothers John S. Decker and J. Willard DeYoe, young men who 
were then, and are now, recommended for admission on trial in the 
Annual Conference. 

Brother J. E. Vanwinkle, who was reappointed to Eddyville. after a 
few weeks of labor, was prostrated with severe illness, and although 
partially recovering in a few weeks, continued so depleted in strength, that 
he yielded to his physician’s advice and resigned the charge at the end of 
three months. I then secured the services of Rev. U. S. Smith, a member 
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of the Conference who was attending school in our college, and who 
proved a very efficient pastor for the nine months, 

A few of our pastors were away on short vacations for health; but 
all have continued in charge up to date and doing faithful work. 

Death entered one of our pastoral homes and took away a lovely wife 
and excellent Christian woman; namely, Mrs. Gertrude Rowe Ingham, 
the wife of Brother Hardy A. Ingham. There went with her also their 
first-born and only child. Other pastors were called to bury near and 
dear relatives, but not those of their immediate household. 

The pastors report about three hundred and fifty conversions during 
the year, and one hundred and seventy-five received into full membership. 
These facts indicate that there were no extensive revivals; but I think we 
are reaching conditions now which, in the near future, will result in larger 
spiritual quickening and ingathering. 

Some material improvements have been made. The total raised for 
church and parsonage improvement aggregates $7,221. 

The following charges are credited thus: Attica, $70; Knoxville, $50; 
Marysville. $40; Blakesburg, $60; Fremont, $25; Cedar, $140; Main Street. 
Ottumwa. $163; Sigourney, $45; Unionville, $715; Pleasant Plain, $18; 
Iconium, $180; Kirkville, $78: Packwood, $105; Albia, $130; Tracey, $^; 
Durham, $100; Lovilia, $200; Martinsburg, $100. Also, a new and beautiful 
church was built in Richland at a cost of $4,200, through the leadership of 
Pastor \V. S. Moore, and was dedicated, June i8th, by Dr. H. C. Jennings, 
assisted by the Presiding Elder, the pastor, and others. Brother Hight- 
shoe, the pastor at Sigourney, has been pushing a subscription for a new 
church to cost eight or ten thousand dollars. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held; the first in the 
town of Albia, last November, and the second in Brighton, August 7th, 
8th, and 9th. Both were well attended and very successful in their appro- 
priate work. Our college interests were well represented at the second 
Conference, by the presence and addresses of the treasurer. Rev. T. .J. 
Myers; ex-President, Dr. C. L. Stafford, and the new President, the Rev. 
Dr. Blakeslee. The latter captivated the, audience for higher Christian 
education by his able address. 

The District Epworth League held a very profitable annual Conven- 
tion in Moravia during the first week in June, and appointed its next 
annual meeting for Knoxville. 

During the six years of my supervision we have passed through 
somewhat crucial times; yet our membership has increased twelve per cent, 
and the value of our church property about twenty per cent. We have 
arranged for the Bishop’s approval another charge, which increases the 
number of charges in the four last years from twenty-six to twenty-eight. 
To our brethren on the frontier, this will appear like very small expansion; 
but to those who understand the crowded and cramped condition of our 
Conference territory, it will mean some advancement. 

We have but a small number of local preachers, as compared with 
former years, which I think is accounted for, in part, by an unwillingness 
of many to pursue the course of study provided by the Church. But in 
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consequence the number of exhorters exceeds that of local preachers, 
seeing they are not required to pursue systematic study. The list of 
superannuated preachers remains as last year: Fathers Anthony Robinson, 
James G. Thompson, and John B. Hill, with the addition at last Confer- 
ence of Brother Warren A. Phelps. The latter reports himself as having 
somewhat improved in health, and as now living in Catalina Island, 
California. Father Robinson still lingers — though in his ninetieth year — 
in the sweet, trusting spirit of the saint. Father Thompson, eighty-five 
years old, came close to the border land a few weeks ago. When but 
partially recovered from his illness, he said to me, “I may not be here 
when Conference meets; but tell my brethren I love them and pray for 
them; and I want them to be true Prohibitionists." Father Hill retains his 
wonderful strength and devoted spirit, and still does much work in aiding 
the pastors. We have two supernumerary preachers: Brother J. T.« Sim- 
mons, who is full of industry and also Christian faith and good works; and 
Brother Warren A. Jackson, who, after a year’s rest, thinks he is now 
able to enter the effective ranks and take a charge. 

I believe, too, that Brother Frank W. Evans, D. D., who lives in 
Des Moines, had his last charge in this district, and ought to be numbered 
with us. He has sustained a supernumerary relation to the Conference 
for, I think, eight years. During that time he has been active in the 
lecture field, and in aiding pastors in revival work. 

The Churches have a large number of 3'oung people, fifteen hundred of 
whom are in the Epworth League, besides nearly half as many in the 
Junior League. Most of these young persons are active in Christian life, 
or would like to be. This fact calls loudly for wise and active leadership, 
both in the ministry and lay officiary. These young people must work, 
or die spiritually. Most of them are the active friends of the pastors. 
The latter should trust them, and fill their hands with responsibilities, and 
feed them continually with the Bread of Heaven. 

I now cheerfully give place to another, trusting that the Bishop will 
be divinely guided in his choice, and will select 5 man whose life and work 
qualify him well for this important office.

ENABLING ACT. 

To the lozva Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church: 

A Proposition 

From the Baltimore Annual Conference respecting additional legislation 

relating to Equal Ministerial and Lay Representation in the General , ! 

Conference of 1900 to the several Annual Conferences of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 

An Enabling Act. 

The Committee to whom was referred the question of Equal Minis- 
terial and Lay Representation in the General Conference of 1900 beg 
leave to report that, as the Rock River Conference proposition made no .[ 

provision for the seating of such lay delegates, if they should be selected, ; 

respectfully recommend the adoption of the following: 1 
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I Resolved, i. That the Baltimore Annual Conference, at its session 

I held in Baltimore, Maryland, beginning March i, 1899, hereby requests 

j the Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church to submit to the several 

! Annual Conferences, at the first regular session of each Conference held 

after the present date, the following proposition to amend the Discipline, 

‘ to- wit: 

First — Amend Paragraph 60 of the Book of Discipline by striking 
out all the words after “The lay delegates shall consist of,” and inserting 
the words “one layman for each Annual Conference, except such Confer- 
ences as have more than one ministerial delegate, which Conferences 
shall each be entitled to as many lay delegates as ministerial delegates;” 
so that Paragraph 60 as amended shall read: 

“Paragraph 60. The lay delegates shall consist of one layman for each 
1 Annual Conference, except such Conferences as have more than one min- 

isterial delegate, which Conferences shall each be entitled to as many 
lay delegates as ministerial delegates.” 

Second — Amend Section 2 of Paragraph 67 of the Book of Disci- 
« pline by striking out the words “nor of more than two lay delegates 

for any, Annual Conference” and inserting the words “nor of more lay 
delegates from any Annual Conference than there are ministerial delegates 
from such Annual Conference;” so that the Section as amended shall 
read: 

“Section 2 — The General Conference shall not allow of more than 
one ministerial representative for every fourteen members of an Annual 
Conference, nor of a less number than one for every forty-five; nor of 
more lay delegates from any Annual Conference than there are ministerial 
delegates from such Annual Conference; provided, nevertheless, that 
when there shall be in any Annual Conference a fraction of two-thirds the 
number which shall be fixed for the ratio of representation, such Annual 
Conference shall be entitled to an additional delegate for such fraction; 
and provided, also, that no Conference shall be denied the privilege of 
one ministerial and of one lay delegate.” 

Resolved, 2. That if three-fourths of the members of the Annual 
Conferences present, and voting during 1899 and 1900, shall approve of 
this amendment, and it shall also receive the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the General Conference of 1900, and the Electoral Conferences of 1899 
and 1900 shall have selected provisional representatives, having the 
qualifications and selected in the manner now determining the election 
of lay delegates, so that the whole number of lay delegates and provisional 
representatives selected for any Conference shall equal the number of min- 
isterial delegates for said Conference, the General Conference of 1900 may 
provide for their admission as lay delegates.

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EDUCATION. 

Your Committee congratulates the Church upon the excellent work 
being done by the Board of Education in all its departments. We are | 

especially pleased to note that of the 1,825 students aided in 1898 by loans ] 

from the “Children’s Fund” of this Board, fourteen belonged within the j 

territory of our own Conference. But we regret that more than one-third 1 

of the amount thus loaned was in excess of our Conference contribution 
to this fund for the same year. Greater diligence should be shown- by 
preachers and people in securing gifts for this fund. We are also pleased 
to learn that during the past year our Board of Education has collected 
about $15,000 in payment of loans made years ago to needy and worthy 
students. This adds to the resources of the fund, and that students thus 
aided are becoming useful and prosperous servants of the Church and of * 

the world. 

Your Committee calls special attention to “Educational Truths for 
the Twentieth Century,” a series of four tracts by eminent writers, and ^ 

recently published by the Board of Education. They can be obtained 
of the publishers at very low rates, and should be widely distributed ' 

and studied among our people. We heartily recommend, also, that the 
programs prepared by the Board of Education be used by all our Churches 
and Sunday-schools in their Children’s-day exercises, for the reason that 
they are excellent in themselves, and their use promotes the welfare of 
the Church at large. 

We can not too strongly urge young men expecting to enter the min- 
istry to secure beforehand the most thorough preparation possible. 

Failure to do so narrows the sphere of a preacher’s possible influence, de- 
prives the Church and the world of the best exercise of his powers, and 
discounts the devotion and liberality of those who found and maintain 
our institutions of higher learning. 

We reaffirm our fidelity to Iowa Wesleyan University, pledge our 
hearty sympathy and support to its President. F. D. Blakeslee, D. D., 
and professors, and commend the advantages it affords to all within reach 
of its benefits, and to all who can aid it financially. The greatness of its in- 
terests and the prosperity of our people make it a matter of supreme 
duty, as well as of immediate possibility, to place the university upon 
such a financial basis as will secure its highest efficiency as a center of 
learning and of religious power. The present session of the Iowa Confer- 
ence should not end until the financial interests of the institution shall ^ 

have been adequately recognized. Proud of the work done by Iowa 
Wesleyan University in the past, and cherishing undiminished faith in 
the still nobler future which awaits it. we pledge our fullest co-operation 
in all movements for the advantage of the institution, and especially in 
the effort now being made to largely and permanently increase its en- 
dowment fund by $150,000 as a Twentieth-century Offering. 

We call the attention of our young men who expect to preach, to the 
need of training for the special work of the ministry, and to the advan- j 

tages offered therefor at Garrett Biblical Institute, Drew Theological 
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Seminary, and Boston School of Theology. And we congratulate the 
whole Church upon the thorough work done by these Schools of the 
Prophets, and upon the efficient service which has been rendered by 
their graduates. 

Your Committee regrets the unwholesome tendency to seek scho- 
lastic and honorary degrees at institutions of no recognized standing, or 
prescribing wholly inadequate courses of non-resident study. Degrees 
so obtained confer no honor upon those who hold them, and diminish the 
value of degrees worthily conferred.

Infidelity knows that a day of rest and wor- 
ship is the stronghold of vital Christianity, the stay of morality, and life 
of the Church, for “where there is no Sabbath, there can be no Church.” 

The gradual transformation of the Lord’s-day into a holiday, which is 
going on all about us, seems to be little heeded, except by a faithful few 
of God’s children and by the children of the wicked one, who, taking 
encouragement from advantages gained, press the battle more fiercely. 

Your Committee would sound a warning, and call attention to an hour i 

of opportunity which has come to us for the rescue of the Sabbath, such J 

as was never before presented. Labor is making organized demand for t 

its day of rest. If we, as Christians, will promptly and efficiently co- / 

operate, we can be instruments in God’s hands of rescuing the Sabbath ^ 

from the incoming tide of iniquity that is sweeping it away, and the f 

Sabbath that is saved to labor we can give to religion as a day of wor- i;

SHEPHERD ESTATE. 

Dear Brethren, — Having been appointed at the last Annual Con- 
ference, from the Board of Stewards, to make settlement for the C. W. 
Shepherd estate, the permanent fund for superannuated preachers, I 
report as follows: 

I found in the hands of C. Wright, Esq., the affairs of the Shepherd 
e.'^tate. Together we examined the books, and found $449.88 had been 
received by the said Shepherd, thirty-three and one-third of which was 
to apply on his salary, leaving $299.92 due the said fund. 

To offset this, we found receipts signed by the Treasurer, Geo. Haw, 
as follows: September 20, 1897, receipt for $106 paid; September 4, 

1896. receipt for $30 paid; September 22, 1896, receipt for $40 paid. Also 
another receipt for $40, date not given. Total paid to George Haw, 
$2 t 6. Balance due from Shepherd estate, $83.92, which was paid to 
me, and turned into the treasury. In addition, there were unpaid amounts 
in small subscriptions, mostly given by brethren of the Conference, a 
transcript of which I have from his book, for $116.25. Also, note by 
Esther Rose, of Riverside, Iowa, calling for $500. I found the note 
secured by mortgage given by J. E. Strabala for $300. Also, two smaller 
notes, for $20 each, signed by Albert Figgins and Amanda Figgins. 
These three notes had been given to Brother Shepherd as payment for 
$340 upon the said Rose $500 note. 

I collected the $300 note and the interest then due, $26. but have 
found the two smaller notes uncollectible. This leaves a balance of 
$160 of the principal of the note. 

It is claimed by the executor of the Rose estate that he gave order 
to Brother Shepherd for $80 interest, then due from the Iowa Wesleyan 
University to the Rose estate, and paid balance to Brother Shepherd in 
cash. Brother Shepherd’s book has a credit from Rose estate. September 
8, 1897, for $104, and January 4. 1898, from Mr. Essly, for $48. making 
$152. 

I hold the receipt of George Haw for $344.65 paid. My expenses in 
travel were $4; and for the release of mortgage, 50 cents, leaving balance 
in my hands of $60.77. Respectfully submitted. U. B. Smith.

acquainted with parliamentary tactics, and straightened out a good many 
tangles in which these bodies became involved. His name appears at 
some time or other on almost every Committee in the Conference. 

He was one of the strong debaters, usually kept a level head, and 
was hard to attack or thwart. He was a friend to the young men of the 
Conference; in fact, he was in touch with every part of the great Church, 
and in sympathy with every forward movement. He was a man of strong 
convictions. He was a fearless advocate for the freedom of the slaves; 
he espoused the cause of freedom at every great meeting of the Church, 
and often of the State. His unanswerable arguments at camp-meetings 
and other places won hundreds of converts to his cause, and excited the 
enemy, until his life was in jeopardy oftentimes. He was a co-worker 
with such men as Senator Harlan, Senator Grimes, and other strong advo- 
cates for freedom. 

As a recognition for his services, President Lincoln appointed him 
Collector of Internal Revenue for what was then known as the Fifth 
District, and his headquarters were at Eddyville. He served in this 
capacity from 1865 to 1868. 

Dr. Cowles was married three times. His first wife was Miss Alexina 
Blanchard, of Lyons, Michigan, and they were married September 18, 
1846. To them were born five children, three of whom are living — 
EUoura C., wife of A. C. McColm, of Ft. Dodge, Iowa; Eliza A. Cowles, 
who lives with Mrs. McColm; and William B. Cowles, of Omaha, 
Nebraska. Mrs. Cowles died in 1855. His second wife was Miss Eliza- 
beth LaMonte, of Keokuk, Iowa. They were married in 1857. Four 
children were born to them, two of whom are living — LaMonte Cowles, 
of Burlington, Iowa, and Gardner Cowles, of Algona, Iowa. Mrs. Cowles 
died in August, 1873. In 1876, Dr. Cowles married Mrs. Martha Lovett 
Barnes, of Ottumwa, Iowa. She is the mother of one surviving son. 
Dr. C. E. Barnes, of Burlington, Iowa. 

In 1888, Dr. Cowles took a supernumerary relation, .and moved to 
Burlington, Iowa, and built a neat cottage on Summer Street, near the 
the location of the Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, which was 
then under process of construction. He superintended the finances 
during its erection and up to the close of the last Conference year. 
Many times the Church was greatly discouraged and embarrassed, but 
with his wise counsel and heroic efforts he . succeeded in guiding it 
safely out of danger or distress, many times advancing large sums of 
money to meet emergencies. He was closely identified with every busi- 
ness and religious interest of the Church, and a faithful friend to its 
pastors. 

At the close of the Conference year, ending September 30, 1898, 
being in extreme weakness from overwork and old age, he closed all the 
accounts of the year, balanced the books, and turned them over to his 
successor with one of the most touching addresses I ever heard. This 
occurred in the last Official Board meeting for that year. How fitting a 
close for a useful life. His work was done, — tired, feeble, he closed 
his books, balanced his accounts, settled everything, and quietly retired 
to rest and abide the time of his departure to his eternal reward. 
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I The last service he attended in Grace Church was the first service ot 

Dr. Swadener’s revival, which was begun the last of October, Gradually 
he grew weaker; his life was ebbing away. Up to about the first of April 
he was able to converse with his friends, and sit in his favorite chair. 
After that time he was compelled to keep his bed. We frequently sent 
delegations from our prayer-meetings to his bedside, to sing and pray 
! with him, much to his delight. Many friends called on him, and sang 

f for him at his request. The pastor spent many very profitable hours at 

his bedside. He was gloriously happy all the time, and his chamber was 
the vestibule to glory. Not a word of impatience; his testimonies were 
rich with assurances of the sweet comfort he enjoyed. He was ripening 
for eternity, and his life had a glow, rich, of the mellow luster of an 
earthly life ripened into the transplendent life of the redeemed in heaven. 
His faithful wife was at his bedside day and night for months; no want 
wgs unmet that friendly hands could provide. He was conscious to 
within a few hours of his departure. A few hours before his spirit went 
to God, the pastor held family devotions at his bedside, which was sur- 
rounded by his family, and while he probably did not hear the service, 
he knew of our devotions, and though too feeble to speak, gave signs of 
approval. He met death triumphantly in full consciousness, and passed to 
his reward and left his friends a great example of the power of a Chris- 
tian life. 

The funeral services were held at his late home, on Monday, July 
17th, and brief services were conducted by the pastor, who was assisted 
by Rev. T. J. Myers, Dr. Stafford, and Presiding Elder Tuttle. On the 
Sunday following, memorial services were held in the Church, and Rev. 
U. B. Smith preached a touching sermon from the text. Psalms Ixxiii, 
24. At this service, the official Board of the Church presented the follow- 
ing resolutions:

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REV. MICHAEL SEE. 

Rev. Michael See, who died at his home in Mediapolis, Iowa, 
November 16, 1898, should be remembered as one of the pioneer Meth- 
odist preachers west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. No minister of 
the gospel was more generally 
known throughout the South- 
eastern part of the State than he. 
Nature had provided him with a 
robust physique, which so emi- 
nently fitted him for the labors 
of an itinerant minister, when 
long journeys were to be made, 
and facilities for traveling were 
quite meager. He was born in 
Kanawha County, Va., February 
22, 1817. When he was yet a 
small boy, his parents emigrated 
to Henry County, Ind. Here 
the subject of our sketch grew 
to young manhood. In 1836, the 
family came to that part of Iowa 
formerly known as the Black 
Hawk Purchase, and settled on a 
claim fifteen miles west of Bur- 
lington. In a diary kept by him- 
self, we find the following: 
“When we arrived at the Mis- 
sissippi River, we had to camp 
on the Illinois side, and await

was admitted on trial at the second session of the Iowa Conference. 
Rev. J. B. Hardy, an honored superannuate, now living at Brooklyn, 
Iowa, is the only surviving member of that session. 

Brother See’s first appointment was Yellow Springs Circuit, including 
what is now Sperry, Kossuth, Mediapolis, Morning Sun, and Wapello. 
He was a loyal Methodist, preaching and defending the doctrines, and 
rigidly adhering to the polity of the Church. From the beginning, 
his preaching was characterized by an unusual familiarity with the*Bible. 
He had remarkable gifts as a revivalist. It is estimated that from 1,500 
to 2,000 persons were led to Christ through his instrumentality.

It was a sore trial to him to yield to the demands of increasing years, 
and lay down the armor. For a number of years during the latter part 
of his life he was in great demand at old settlers’ reunions. His quaint 
remarks were always accompanied with reminiscences which were both 
amusing and entertaining. 

Brother See was twice married. His first wife died at Grandview, 
Iowa, August 24, 1865. His second marriage was with Miss Jane E. 
Tompkins. Only ten days intervened between the death of Brother See ' 
and his second wife. He is survived by one son and seven daughters. 
His funeral was held at the Methodist Church at Mediapolis, conducted 
by the presiding elder, G. M. Tuttle, and the pastor, M. J. Pusey, 
assisted by T. J. Myers, M. Bamford, j. W. Pool, A. E. Buriff, B. G. 
Hankins, and the writer. His remains were laid to rest in the Kossuth 
cemetery.

Rev. Samuel H. Thomas, third son of Joseph and Margaret (Mc- 
Donald) Thomas, was born in Hampshire County, West Virginia, Jan- 
uary 9, 1830, and died sud-

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LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCE 



MORNING SESSION. 



Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, September 29, 1899. 
The Electoral Conference of Laymen of the Iowa Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church met at the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
at ten o’clock A. M., and was called to order by Senator James Harlan, w’ho, 
by unanimous consent, called Hon. J. M. Kemble to preside as temporary 
Chairman. By request of the Chairman, Rev. I. N. Busby read appropri- 
ate selections of Scripture and offered prayer. 

On motion, Dillon H. Payne was selected as temporary Secretary. 

On motion, the following Committees were appointed:

It was moved by Senator Harlan, and adopted, that the Lay Confer- 
ence^go in a body at 4 P, M. to call on the Bishop and visit the Annual 
Conference at College Chapel. 

It was moved, and carried, that when this Conference adjourn, it be to 
meet at 1.30 P. H. 

On motion, the Conference took a recess of thirty minutes, in order to 
enable the Committees to report before noou, if they could do so. 

After the recess, the Committee on Credentials, through C. H. Wilson, 
its Chairman, made a report in waiting as to the delegates present. Their 
names were read, and the Committee reported 100 delegates present. Re- 
port adopted. 
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The Committee on Permanent Organization, through J. W. Stark, 
Chairman, reported as the permanent officers of the Conference : 

Hon. James Harean, Chairman. 

Dieeon H. Payne, Secretary. 

On motion, J. W. Stark was selected as Assistant Secretary. 

The communication from the Laymen’s Association of the Baltimore 
Conference, was, on motion, referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 
The Conference, on motion, adjourned to meet at i .30 P. M. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Lay Conference met 1.30 P. M., pursuant to adjournment, with 
Hon. J. M. Kemble in the chair. The Rev. J. W. Hackley offered prayer. 
The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

Rev. I. P. Teter appeared and tendered to the Lay Conference the 
greetings of the Iowa Conference, and invited the La}’ Conference to call 
on the Bishop and the ministerial Conference at the College Chapel, at four 
o’clock P. M., the appointed hour. 

Senator Harlan was then called to the chair, and tendered his thanks 
as permanent Chairman. 

Brother Walker moved that the Conference proceed to select delegates 
to the General Conference, and that an informal ballot be first taken in 
order to bring out the names of the candidates. Carried. 

The informal ballot brought out the names of the following candidates : 
Chris. Haw, Dillon H. Payne, J. T. Hackworth, O. E. McBride, John Moler, 
J. W. McMullen, W. H. Gray, C. H. Wilson, Frank Bacon, P. Ratliff, E. S. 
Huston, George Creath, George Hard, Janies Harlan, and E. P. Axtell. 

It was moved by W. W. Rankin, and carried, that a formal ballot be 
taken. The first formal ballot resulted in the selection of Christopher 
Haw ; T. Y. Lynch and J. B. Downer acting as Tellers. \ 

A second formal ballot was then taken, and Dillon H. Payne was chosen 
as the second delegate. 

On the fourth formal ballot Charles H. Wilson was selected as one of 
the provisional delegates. 

On the fifth formal ballot, John Moler was chosen as the other provis- 
ional delegate. On motion of Mr. Kemble, the Conference selected J. W. 
McMullen and'E. S. Huston as reserve delegates. 

Dr. McDowell, Secretary of the Board of Education, then briefly ad- 
dressed the Lay Conference in an entertaining manner. 

The Committee on Resolutions was then called for, and the Chairman 
C. S. James, announced that the Secretary, S. G. Cushings, would read the 
resolutions, which he then proceeded to do, and which are as follows : 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1st. Resolved, That this Electoral Conference requests the General 
Conference to make no unnecessary delay in seating all regularly-elected 
provisional delegates, as provided by what is known as the Rock River 
Conference Amendment. 
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2d. We are opposed to any change in the law of the Church with 
reference to the time-limit of the pastorate, and our delegates are hereby 
instructed to vote in accordance with this resolution. 

3d. Whereas, Upon investigation, we find that the average salary paid 
the pastors of the Iowa Conference is only $766, including house-rent, and 
that twenty charges taken by themselves show an average salary of only 
$547; therefore. 

Resolved, That we recommend to our Ofl&cial Boards the payment of 
more liberal salaries, especially on charges paying less than $1,000. 

4th. We heartily indorse the declarations made by the General Confer- 
ence of 1892, that the saloon is an unmixed evil, full of diabolism, a disgrace 
to our ci\dlization, the chief corrupter of political action, and a continuous 
menace to the good order of society and the peace and purity of our homes, 
and so utterly antagonistic to all that is precious in life that the only proper 
attitude toward it for Christians is that of relentless hostility. It can never 
be legalized without sin, and we do record our deliberate judgment that no 
political party has a right to expect, nor ought to receive, the support of 
Christian men, so long as it stands committed to the license policy, or re- 
fuses to put itself on record in an attitude of open hostility to the saloon. 
We declare before all the world that the Methodist Episcopal Church ought 
to be known, always and everywhere, as the relentless and uncompromising 
foe of this ungodly business, and that it is the duty of every Christian to 
wage unceasing warfare against it. 

5th. We recognize the value of Christian education and the Iowa 
Wesleyan University as an efficient means to that end, and, as laymen of 
the Iowa 'Conference, we heartily pledge ourselves to give this college 
our liberal moral and financial support, and welcome to our charges its 
appointed officers, and recommend this College to all our young persons 
desirous of a better education and a broader and deeper Christian life. 

6th. We, the lay delegation to the Iowa Conference, having been honored 
by representing our various charges, and, on our arrival in this city, haying 
found the hospitable citizens with their doors swinging open to welcome 
us; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we tender the citizens of Mt. Pleasant a vote of thanks 
for their hearty welcome and generous hospitality thus shown us. 

On motion, the resolutions were adopted. 

The Lay Conference then proceeded in a body to the College Chapel, 
and were cordially received by Bishop C. C. McCabe and the Iowa Confer- 
ence. The delegates elect to the General Conference were called out by the 
Bishop and made brief responses, which were followed by an interesting and 
instructive address by the Bishop. 

At the close of the Bishop’s address. Senator Harlan pronounced the 
Lay Conference adjourned without day.
